SHAMOKIN, Pa., April 2.—The fire 


which occurred in the Neilson shaft 
yesterday morning and which resulted 
in such a terrible sacrifice of lives, 
started about twenty feet from the bot- 
tom of the slope, where is an oil-house 
which Is used by the men to change 
their working clothe* for others before 
leaving the mines. > 
* 


About 0:50 o'clock a Hungarian was 


filling his lamp and .it exploded, ignit- 
ing the oil about him. He rushed from 
the oil-house and the flamesspread with 
rapidity. Attempts were Trade to sub- 
due the fire, but those who started, to 
do so were compeled to flee for their 
lives. They succeeded in reaching the 
bottom of the shaft and were hauled to 
the surface along with some belated 
miners who owe their lives to the facl 
that they did not go to work at the 
usual time. 


The ten men who lost their lives 


were at work in the Red Ashe vein 
located nearly 100 feet above where the 
fire broke out. Through an air-way 
from tho lower vein to the Red Ashe 
vein the smoke poured, suffocating the 
unfortunates like rats in a trap. 


Almost the entire town gathered In 


the vicinity of the burning mine, from 
the air passages of which great volumes 
of smoke were issuing. The scenes were 
most distressing. The wives and ehil 
dren of the imprisoned men uttered 
agonizing cries, and implored the men 
n the crowd to rescue their loved ones 


About midday a rescuing party 


six bravo men went down the shaft an< 
entered the burning vein. The smoke 
was so dense that they were compeled 
to lie down on their stomachs and keej 
a wet sponge to their nostrils to avoie 
suffocation. When they had proceeded 
a short distance, they came across th 
bodies of two men locked in each oth 
er's arms. They were the Brennan 
brothers, James and Michael. Furthe 
on the bodies of eight more were found 
making ten dead in all. 


The bodies were removed to the sur 


face with much difficulty. They we: 
taken to the blacksmith shop wher 
the most pathetic scenes were witness 
ed. Threa of tho men were married 
and had large families. The others 
were young men, averaging less than 
25 years of age. Oaly two mules were 
taken out alive, five were found with 
their necks resting over each others 
bodies. How they got together in this 
position is a mystery. There are alto- 
gether thirty dead mules in the mine.

'The injunction ho* been brought 


o prevent Chief Arthor from orderi- 
ng the engineers on roods connecting 
with the Ann Arbor to refuse to handle 
freight and can of that road because 
there is a strike among its engineer* 
and firemen. We have no doubt that 
be preliminary injunction granted by 
Fudge Kicks will be made perpetual. 
That does not pmSvent the men qutting 
work, does it The fact is that Chief 
Arthur has not the power to order a 
wycott or strike awyway. The mem' 
bers of the brotherhood simply quit 
without orders of anyone and it will 
be a task for the court to reach the 
rower which causes the boycotts by 
means of injunctions. We shall simply 
resign from the service of our employes 
when we are asked to do Ann Arbor 
business."

Hence to the, horrors of epidemic has 
been added the appalling prospect of a 
return of famine with typhus and 
other fevers in its wake.

(United States and a native of Austria, 
nominated and confirmed as consul to 
•'Vienna, have necessarily recalled the 
Keely incident of Mr. Cleveland's pre- 
vious administration in connection 
-with the same jcountry. 
The anti- 


Semitic feeling, it will be recollected, 
played an important part in the refusal 
of Austria to receive Mr. Keely, and 
resulted in the practical suspension of 
diplomatic relations between" the two 
countries for over a year. Mr. Keely, 
a citizen of Richmond, Va., was 
first selected 
by President 
Cleve- 


land and his secretary of state, 
Mr. Bayard, as miniter to Italy, but 
was declared a personal affront by the 
king of Italy, on account of some very 
strong opinions he had publicly ex- 
pressed as to the overthrow of the tem- 
poral power of the pope by the Italian 
government. Resigning as minister to 
Italy, on this objection being made 
known, Mr. Keely was almost immedi- 
ately nominated as minister to Aus- 
tria. Here another and equally fatal 
objection was encountered. Mr. Mc- 
Lean, then our minister to France, 
cabled Mr. Bayard May S7,1885, "that 
Mr. Keely's position in Vienna would 
•be difficult, if not impossible, in conse- 
quence of the fact that his wife was a 
Jewess." To this intimation Mr. Bay- 
ttrd replied that Mr. Keely had already 
sailed, and "that the United States 
could not admit, consider or discuss 
any supposed inequalification 
of its 


officials upon religion." 


In later correspondence this objec- 


tion was supplanted, according to a 
dispatch from United States Minister 
John M. Francis, detailed to Vienna, 
June 1,1855, by the statement of the 
Austrian minister of foreign affairs, 
that "the alleged fact that his (Mr. 
Keely'a) wife was a Jewess did not In- 
fluence the judgment of his majesty's 
government in the premises, but it had 
been guided by the fact that a friendly 
government, a near neighbor, had ob- 
jected to him as the United States rep- 
resentative at its court 


Mr. Bayard, however, persisted in 


holding that the fact that Mr. Keeley's 
wife was a Jewess was the controlling 
influence. In a dispatch to Baron Scha- 
ier, the Austria representative 
at 


Washington, on about the same date he 
raid. "The only objection assigned by 
Count Kalnoky to receive Mr. Keely 
being the religious faith of the latter's 
wife, was answered by mine of May 18." 


The upshot of the whole affair was 


that Mr. Keely was shunted off to 
Egypt as one of the judges of the in- 
ternational court; which position he 
still retains, that the Austrian minis- 
ter in Washington was given indefinite 
leave of absence, and that the United 
States did not appoint another minister 
to Austria until that country made the 
first advance more than twelve months 
afterwards. 


In view of these facts, standing out 


BO prominently in the diplomatic corre- 
spondence of the United States, it Is 
being asked whether the selection of a 
Hebrew by the United States for the 
important position of consul general in 
Vienna was intended to renew the 
former cause of discussion or whether 
it was merely an accident.

nected with the bydrographlc office of 
the navy was for a moment deceived by 
the idiotic hoax of the alleged cowboy 
message found in a champagne bottle 
picked up in Chesapeake bay. Any 
such message so conveyed from the 
point where it is conceded the Naronic 
foundered on the eastern const could 
only have crossed the Atlantic against 
-the sweeping current of the Gulf 
stream by steam propellers or some 
Other means of propulsion. Had it 
been thrown overboard from the Na- 
ronic it would have been carried north- 
ward and landed somewhere on the 
Irish coast.

is 


but a comparatively short distance 
from the American coast practically 
involves the supposition that the vessel 
foundered near the western shores. It 
is impossible she could have dono so 
without signs of disaster being ob- 
served with all the coast traffic and the 
hundreds of vessels which constantly 
skirt the coast line. 


The finding of bottles containing 


rnessajres,purporting to be from sinking 
ehlps and shipwrecked crews is not un- 
common in the experience of the 
hydrographic office.

to bo cruel jokes.

Would Seriously Injure Labor. 
ED. REPUBLICAN— If congress should 


reduce the tariff to an extent that would 
increase onr importations on an average 
of one hundred millions per year, what 
effect would it have on labor and the 
finances ot the country ? A MIOEAKIO . 


Supposing that the average earning* 


per man of those who produce manufac- 
tures ia $1,000 a year, and that 80 per 
cent, of the coot of his product is repre- 
sented by his labor, saying nothing about 
the labor coat ot the so-called raw ma- 
terial which he uses in tie work which 
will amount to 10 per cent, additional as 
the entire labor cost of his product, to 
produce $100,000,000 worth of manufac- 
turer, it would require the united efforts 
ot 80,000 workmen one year. Estimating 
five to the family theae ?0,000 workmen 
would represent a population of 400,000 
living npon their earnings. That living 
would consist of all the necessaries ol 
hie produced by tens of thousands ol 
other people, which would include all 
kinds ot vegetables, flour, meat, batter, 
lard, hay and corn raised by farmers, the 
services of physicians, dentists and min- 
isters; the produce of the milliners and 
dressmaker*; the labor ot blacksmiths, 
plumbers, tinsmiths, shoemakers, nutters 
and tailors; merchandise sold by mer- 
chant* of every kind of goods; and brick 
masons, carpenters and painter* to build 
houses for them. Indeed, if the 400,000 
people immediately representing the 
workmen and those required to furnish 
them with tbe necessaries ot lite were in 
one plaoe they would make a city of at 
least one million ot people. 


It the tariff on the goods L ase 80,000 


workmen make were so changed a* to 
admit into onr ports foreign good* of tbe 
same kind and quantity, one of two thing* 
must happen, either the 80,000 men would 
be thrown ont ot employment and they 
would cease to be the customer* of th< 
other class ot pejple above enumerated 
or they would be forced to work at snob 
low wages ac would enable their pro 
doota to bs eold in th;a market below the 
price that the foreign gooJ* made by 
cheap labor could be sold. In other 
words, nnleas the $100,000,000 worth o 
foreign goods were kept ont by a tariff 
or by lew wagea the 80,000 men would be 
ont of a job, and we would be bnyin 
the products of laborers who would no 
be contributing a penny to the enppor 
of the government. 


It we bought the goods abroad w 


would have to pay for them abroad 
onr people would be $100,000,000 poore 
every year; to Biy nothing ot the lose en 


tailed by tbe idleneai ot Jour own people 


were eonanmer* when they wen 


mployed. It the tariff i* changed eo aa 


admit $100,000,000 worth ot goods 


•om abroad, which we are now making 
or onrselvee, it will be a tony day not 
uly for oar laboring people bat for 
verybody else except thoee who handle 
foreign good*. 


Don't Need a Otuuura- 


It ia not an uncommon thing, and con- 


sequently not at all strange, that those 


ho desire the places occupied by other*

Mr. Stamper bad been in poor health

80,1891, and had grown steadily worse 
He disd ot cancer, tor which he bad re 
oeived skilled treatment without •perma- 
neutralist in Chicago and it other points 
Henalind that there was no hope < 
—jorory and bora bis affliction with 
Christian resignation. 


In hie life tiara Mr. Stamper bad been 


aa aotivelbnsiness man, aui was also an 
official of the First M. E. Onnroti. He 
cam* to Deoatnr in 1843 and married 
Ann M. Snyder, January.15,1848. Mrs 
Stamper died ia 1891 on the same day o 
the week and at the aame hour that he 
husband passed away.

children are Josephine Stamper, of Daoa 
tur, Mrs. A. W. Oliver, of Wichita, Kan 
Mrs. Charles G. Martin, ot Decatur and 
Mrs. Frank;W. Oliver, et Wichita.

Judges, Do Your Duty. 


One of the most important duties of 


judge of election, under the new ballo 
law, is to place bis initials on the ballo 
of the voter before he hands the ballot t 
him. 
The object of this provision ot the 


law is to prevent voters substituting bal 
lots marked on the outside ot the polling 
plaoe by designing men for the one he 
got from the judge. The benefit of thi 
provision ot the law cannot be had an 
less the judge who places bis initials on 
the ballot examines the initials on the 
ballot when- ottered by the voter as he 
comes from the booth before the ballot is 
deposited in the box. Otherwise the 
voters could vote ballots fixed on the 
polling plaoe without fear ot detection 


Unless the judge placing his initials on 


the ballot examinee the initials, to deter- 
mine whether the ballot offered is the 
same that was given to the voter, he 
might just as well not plaoe his initials 
there at all. If the;initial* are not for 
the purpose of 'detecting voters who may 
attempt to change tickets on the judges, 
what are they then for? Then can be 
no detection if then ia no examination of 
.he initials by the judges who put them 
then. 


Judges should bear in mind that the 


law does not require the initials ot the 
name of an election judge for ornament 
>nt for business, and they ought to make 


lines* ot it.
